EARLY all accidents are the 
result of 


carelessness—taking needless chances 


in the face of danger. 


Obviously, then, nearly all accidents could 


be prevented. 
The prevention of accidents, 


according to safety engineers, is about half 
safety devices and half personal caution. 


It is now 22 years since Dr. William H. 


Tolman returned from Germany, where he had 
been studying accident prevention, and started 
the Safety First movement in our country. 


That movement has worked wonders. For 


one thing, it has reduced railroad deaths to a 
third of what they Avere in 1907. 


The trouble with the Safety First move- 


ment alwayshas been that it is spasmodic. Be- 
tween celebrations, the public gets lulled into 
carelessness, then accidents burst forth again 
on a big scale and another Safety Movement 
is started- 


To keep the Safety First fires burning con- 


stantly, several hundred prominent citizens 
have just formed a national Society for Pre- 
vention of Accidents. 


To help in this movement and protect your 


own life and body, you merely have to observe 
two simple rules: First, keep your ej'es open. 
Second, be cautious, take no chances.

MASTER-CRIMINAL

OST remarkable criminal of history was 


Hugo Breitwisser of Austria- He planned 


his career from youth- Went to college, stud- 
ied engineering, to learn about acids and met- 
als to be used in breaking into vaults and 
safes. 


Then, to learn what to avoid, he took a 


post-graduate course under Dr. Hans Gross, 
master-criminologist of 
the 
University of 


Gratz. 


Hugo was a Robin Hood, divided his plun- 


der with the poor. For years he gave the Vien- 
na detectives thrill upon thrill. Finally he re- 
tired to a small town, and was caught because 
he was so exceedingly careful not to attract at- 
tention that he aroused a detective's suspic- 
ions. "Give them enough rope and they hang 
themselves." 


And this is his strongest 
impression: 


"Criminals have less of the stuff that makes 
men than they did in the old days. 
Most of 


them now are trash and gutter-snipe, practi- 
cally all of them lacking pride, upon which the 
reformation of any man depends." 


Hunting is convinced that the country is 


going to the dogs. He bases his belief on the 
modern type of criminal.
